IDEHTinCATIOW NUMBERS OM LOCKS 

Earlier automobile locks carried identification number stomped on the face 
of the loclCj making the matter of locating'a number equally easy for the cor 
thief and the service man. 

To protect the car owner^ automot i ve lock manufacturers left the number off 
the face of the lock and stamped the numbers on the lock cases^ shafts^ etc.j 
where they do not show until the lock is removed. 

Many times it is necessary to cut keys by code or key number, and the customer 

doesn't aiways hove the number. 

By removing either the door hondle or door pillar lockj on most cars you con 
locate the key number for the door and ignition, as on the ma jority of cars 
these two locks fit the some key. The some la true of the dash comportment and 
rear trunk. In recent years Chrysler Corporation cars. Ford ond Mercury have 
eliminated all reference to key numbers. They do supply key togs.

There are many good reasons why locks are matched in this manner, and this 
same sequence should be maintained in replacing locks. This enables o car 
owner to leave 'he key in the ignition lock when parking his car and take 
with him his key for the dash compartmentj trunk and tire.

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HOW TO DETEBMINE CODE OF XET 

Lay key on diagram with bottom of key flush wi.th edge of 
drawingj head and point careful ly lined up. 

Read code in letters C- N— B-Y from head of key to tip^ from 
positions i to 6 inclusive^ and as each depth is determined 
write that letter in blank space prov ided above position 
numbers (1-2-3-4-5-6). 

With key properly lined up on diagiumj all cuts that show in 

first section are to be marked "C" . 

Cuts that fall in the first black aectionj mark "H" 

Cuts Xhot fall in white section^ mark "B" 

Cuts that fall in second black section, mark "Y" 

HOW TO ASSEMBLE LOCK 

The letters (C-N-B-Y) which you have written above the 
Cutting positions indicate the different color t umb lers 
that are to be dropped in each tumbler slot of the lock. 

C - Copper M - Hickel B - Black Y - Yellow 

Starting from head (No. 1 Position) of lock drop colored 
tumblers in proper slots (See Fig. B) when all assembled 
press down with finger (See Fig. C & D), 

Insert springs in round cavities (See Fig. E) . Do not pull 
tumbler springs apart. Unscrew them. 

Insext spring retainer (See Fig. F) . Its 6 prongs each slip 
into one of the springs^ and the ends into staking slots. 

Check by inserting cut key. If correct, side bar will drop 
in place. Fasten spring retoiner by peening, (See Fig. G] , 
Use screw driver ond light hammer.

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HOW TO CODE 5 TUMBLER SINGLE BITTED LOCKS TO SPECIAL KEY NUMBERS 



To file the tumblers of on uncoded 5 tumbler single bitted lock cylinder to 
fit a special key number proceed as follows: 

1. Insert key in uncoded cylinder. 

2. Press cylinder into fixture, 53630, with notched side of key up and long 
tumblers in slot, (See Fig. 1). 

3. Hold filing fixture in vise and file tumblers flush with edge of fixture. 
We suggest using a stondard 5/8" Double Cut Bastard File. To finish 
the job use flat 5h" «2 cut Needle Equalling File. 

4. Remove cylinder and insert in opposite side of fixture with notched side 
of key down. (See Fig. 2). File tumblers flush with edge of fixture. 

5. Use fixture for test gouge. Remove from vise and if tumblers are filed 
correctly cylinder will turn in fixture.

A coded plote type cylinder can be' changed to 
an uncoded cylinder by removing the tumblers 
and inserting uncoded tumblers No. 72500. It 
ia not necessary to re— stake the tumblers, but 
be careful not to remove the key until cylin- 
der ia in the lock housing as the tumblers 
may spring out . 

The same procedure can be followed for ribbed 

tumbler locks by using 72526 tumblers. 

To re-stoke plate tumblers it is necessary to 

replace the retainer wire into slot and peen 

the die cast metol over the retainer wire at 

two points. 

To ]^--3 take ribbed t umblers use retainer 

7247B and insert retainer points into slots 

in cylinder. Peen the die cast metal on 

t hese poi n t s . 



HOW TO CODE PIN TUMBLER LOCKS TO SPECIAL KEY NUMBERS 

Refer to Briggs i Stratlon Key Code Book to determine code for key. Position 
No. i ia the tumbler hole nearesi the face of lock or closest to key hole. 
Follow the code and insert into each tumbler hole, one pin and driver accord- 
ing to the code number . Then insert the springs and stake in spring retainer. 
(See Illustration Below)
